
Connect to a network printer Windows XP 

 

Whichever method you are using, you will always have to click on Printers and Faxes from the Start Menu or from 

the Control Panel. 

 

Now click on Add Printer in the left hand menu under Printer Tasks. 

 

On the Welcome screen click Next. Choose A network printer, or printer attached to another computer and click 

Next. 
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Now if you are on a domain, you want to choose Find a printer in the directory and click Next. This will search for 

all printers in Active Directory. 

 

Click the Find button and you should get a list of all the networked printers available in Active Directory. 

 

Just double-click on the printer and it will install automatically. 
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
